velt’s four battlesh*p program failed i!n 
the senate, just as it did in the house. 
The amendment for four battleships 
Wag introduced Senator Piles, and 
the fight for its adoption was led by 


by

Senator Beveridge. Twenty-three votes 
cast for the increased program, 
the number largely being made up of 
recently elected senators. Fifty gen- 
ators voted to support the house and 
the recommendation of the senate naval 
committee in favor of building only two 
battleships. 
Beveridge Upbraided. 


The debate on the battleship amend- 
ment lasted three days, to the exciusion 
of all other matters. It was begun vy 
Senator Beveridge with an eloquent ap- 
peal for the support of the president. 
and a suggestion that the larger navy 
might be needed for war. Members of 
the committee upbraided the Indiana 
senator for this velled hint of war with 
another country and sought to make 
him admit that he meant Japan. 

At times the discussion came near be- 
coming acrimonious, especially sharp ex- 
changes occurring between Senators 
Aldrich and Beveridge. The former’s 
references to Mr. Beveridge excited 
Senator Smith, of Michigan, to protest 
against the senate chamber being 
‘made a slaughter house for the young 
senator from Indiana. 

It was developed by Senator Allison 
during the deBate that there is a well- 
defined understanding among the senate 
leaders for the authorization of two bat- 
tleships each year, until the American 
navy is regarded as sufficient to meet 
any demands that may be made upon it. 

Ag finally passed the bill carries ap- 
propriations aggregating $!23,115,659, 
and provides for the construction of 
two battleships and two colliers, and 
the purcahse of three additional], col- 
liers, the construction of submarines 
and other necessary craft. and Increases 
the pay of officers and enlisted men, as 
well ag increasing both the pay and 
the strength of the marine corps.

Though 
more than forty years have trolled away, 
our hearts are just as full of admiration 
for Robert E. Lee, that grandest man 
of our time, as when in the crowded 
hours, worth ages of history, we follow- 


If General Lee were here today he 
would testify that he could not have 
won his fame but far the officers and 
men who made up his indomitable bat- 
talions. 

One of the Line Officers. 


As an example of the many matchless, 
field officers to whom our army owed so 
much, I mention Oscar Dawson, colonel 
of the Bighth Georgia, one of the regi- 
ments of the same brigade to which I 
myself belonged. He was in all the try- 
ing duties of camp and field, and every 
battle a model as leader’ and soldier. 
Alwavs at his post, effective and brave, 
loving his duty and loved by hig men. 
We might spend hours in telling of his 
life and deeds in the army. Just one 
incident wil suffice. A few weeks after 
Hill, when the 
maintained a considerable 
force on the north side of the James 
river below Richmond, a part of Gen- 
eral Lee's front was picketed by ander- 
son's Georgia brigade. One morning the 
Eighth Georgia was coming to the front 
to relieve the Highth. As Colone! Daw- 
son brought out his regiment a federal 
gunboat opened fire on it. We of the 
Ninth were in the timber near the wa- 
ter’s edge, out of sight of the artiller- 
ists. Colonel Dawson changed the line 
of march eo as to have his regiment 
take advantage of the intervening tim- 
ber and hedges, and as the enemy’e ar- 
tillerv fire continued heavier than ever, 
he thimself rode up to the top of the hill 
and along the extended ridge where «.@ 
was in full view, and at once the firing 
of the enemy's guns was concentrated 
on him, and with the shells tearing up 
the ground and bursting around him, the 
rode along the appropriate course in 
the direction his orders required him to 
take. Though the danger he incurred 
was so imminent and thle escape by a 
hair's breadtih, vet he was not touched, 
and his regiment did not lose a man. 
When I asked him why he thus exposed 
himself, he answered, “I was but one 
man and ‘hard to hit. Didn't you se<e 
the enemy fire at me. and all the time 
they missed me? 
had received that fyge doubtleés many 
lives would have been lost."” He con- 
centrated the danger and drew the ene- 
my's fire upon himself, and thereby 
saved this men. Brave and heroic as 
Dawson ‘was, if he were here today, he 
himself would testify there were plenty 
more like him.

I give only one illustration or instance 
in the life of a private. There was a 
boy in Walton county named John ste- 
phens. He lived near my own home, 
and 1 often «aw ‘him going to and from 
school or plowing iin his father's field. 
He enlisted in my company and went 
with me to the war. He was a good 
soldier. always in his place, brave and 
faithful, manly and true as the best. 
Many a time he proved his valor and 
efficiency. When charging the Little 
Round Top at Gettysburg we came to 
a fence in a wheat field. I noticed John 
Stephens by my side hanging with his 
arms on the top of the fence, but his 
face toward the foe. I said, ‘‘Are vou 
hit, John?" He answered eimply, “‘Cap- 
tain, if you will help me over the fence 
I think I can go on.’”’ 
handwriting of death in his face, go 1 
told him to He down where he was, and 
when the litter corps came tell them J 
said carry him to the rear. I moved on 
with the line. But that night, after 
firing ceased, I remembered about John 
Stephens, and in the moonlight I went 
back there to see whether he was stili 
living or had been cared for. The Htter 
corps had found his body, but his epirit 
fhad gone beyond the stars. There was 
a new-made grave where the pioneers 
had buried him just at the spot where 
he fell. His mortal remains rest there 
still, burt the soul of the soldier went 
home to heaven. His fine spirit 
umphed when he wanted to 
though stricken unto death. 

If John Stephens were here today he 
would testify that he was but a type of 
his brothers in the ranks of the com- 
mon soidiers. He would not claim to 
have been best, but in his modesty 
would praise the thousands and thou- 
eands who fought and suffered with him.

but from one of them you hear no boast- 
ing about himself. 

We Were Right. 


As time goes on and events recede into 
the distant ipast, it is fitting that those 
whose experience and personal knowl- 
edge extend over the period before the 
war, during the war and since the wart, 
should leave our testimony on record, 
and often repeated for our children and 
children's children. Therefore, listen. 

The south was right in the quarrel 
which brought on the war. Secession 
was a New England idea. During the 
first forty years of the history of the 
United States secession was held as & 
right by New England. Men like Josiah 
Quincy or Timothy Pickering, and scores 
of others of her public men might be 
quoted at indefinite length. As late as 
the war of |I812 it was the general De- 
lief among well infornred persons of that 
day that if peace had not been made 
with England, the movement inaugu- 
rated by the Hartford convention would 
have resulted in the making of a Sepa- 
rate peace by New England. The New 
England people held that it was their 
rieht to secede and believed that it Was 
their interest for the protection of their 
commerce and New Engiand prosperity 
that those states should secede. The 
right of secession then held was not a 
crime in New England, and the Delief 
in the right of secession by the soutn 
when she in her turn, during the early 
sixties, set up that claim, was not a 
crime by the states and people of &.e 
south. 

War Not Necessary. 


The War was unnecessary. If the 
anti-slavery agifation had not arisen 
at the north when it did, gradual and 
peaceful emancipation would have oc- 
in the south without any war, 

the bloodshed and suffering 
avoided. Fiven when 
secession came, if force had not been 
resorted to bh, the north, a reannexa- 
tion party would almost surely and 
speedily have sprung up at the south, 
and the seceded states have gone hack 
Into the union voluntarilv. Many good 
men at the north. ifke Horace Greely, 
believed this, when he sald: 

“Erring sisters, go in peace.”
